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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action responds to the amendment and declaration filed on 4/24/2006. 

Acknowledgment 

1. The amendment and declaration filed on 4/24/2006, responding to the Office 
action mailed on 1/23/2006, have been entered. The present Office action is made with 
all the suggested amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this 
Office action are claims 1, 3, 4, 9, and 11-14. 

Response to Declaration 

2. The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed on 4/24/2006 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 9, 12, and 13 based upon Li applied under 35 U.S.C. 
102(a), and the rejection of claims 1, 9, 11, and 14 based upon Sun applied under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 9, and 11-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the examiner's opinion, and after reviewing the declaration submitted under 37 
CFR 1.132, the applicants have provided a satisfactory showing that would lead to a 
reasonable conclusion that the inventorship of the instant application is the same 
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inventor of the subject matter disclosed in the papers of Li and Sun, which subject 
matter was relied upon for the previous rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 102(a). 
Thus the rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 9, 12, and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) over Li and 
the rejection of claims 1,9, 11, and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) over Sun are withdrawn.
